ply the sum total of their power most 
economically so that every ounce of 
strength is used in sending the shell 
forward and not in throwing water, 
liow.to feather the oar and how to keep 
ime. They row in unison, each man 
with his. eyes glued to a spot on the 
leek of the man In front. 


The shrieking Of the friction pulleys, 
he grinding of the sliding seals on the 


runners, the yowling of tho cockswains 
and the hard, loud breathing of the 
panting men create a din almost equal 
ta that of a real race. 
Two squads 


row alongside each other on the ma- 
chines at the .same time, and each 
snuad follows its own stroke. .This Is 
to accustom the men to the sound of 
another crew rowing a different stroke 
within hearing distance. It means that 
when the men go on the water they will 
not be confused by the cries of a cock- 
swain of a rival boat, by hearing the 
clashing rip of hostile oars in different 
time from that they are rowing them- 
selves or'by seeing another crew from 
the corner of their eyes.

ground wood pulp mill which the de- 
partment has been -equipping at Wan- 
sau, Wis., in co-operation, with the 
American Pulp and Paper association, 
that the mill has begun, to grind. Thu 
carrying on of the tests now an-, 
nounced as under way was provided 
for by a special appropriation, placed 
at the disposal of the secretary o'f ag- 
riculture by congress last winter, to 
conduct tests of.the suitability for pa- 
per making 
o'f'' plants and 
woods 


which seem -likely to become valuable 
sources of supply of new material. 


Secretary Wilson considered that the 


best use which could be made o£ this 
money would be to conduct 
experi- 


ments on a commercial scale, with va- 
rious kinds of wood. Some of these 
have already been studied in the lab-, 
oratory, and found to be intrinsically 
suitable for pulp manufacture. Indeed, 
the forest service has'.acttially made 
paper by one of the chemical processes 
from several of them. But in order to 
know, whether they can profitably be 
utilized, under present conditions, it is 
necessary to test them under methods 
of 
manufacture comparable to those 


employed in actual 
business opera- 


tions. In particular, it is desired to 
find out to what extent new woods can 
be iused for-ground pulp,- the cost of 
which is usualy less 
than 
that', of 


chemical pulp. 
The Wausnu mill has been built es- 


pecially for the use of the government 
for as long as the experiments may ro;- 


LISBON, Feb. 20.—The relations be- 


tween the government and the

Its inside dimensions are 40 by 
100 feet, and it is equipped with elec- 
trical machinery and all necessary ap- 
paratus of the most up to date type. 
Part of the equipment is contributed 
by the American Pu|p and Paper as- 
sociation, and part is furnished by the 
government. The association will also 
furnish the wood for the tests.

wood iio,w on hand 
includes carload 


lots of jack pine, spruce, hemlock and 
tamarack. The jack pine is to be the 
first wood tested. 


•While the experiments are intended 


to cover woods from all parts of the 
country which, from the standpoint of 
physical properties and available sup- 
plies, promise to furnish new material 
for the paper making industry, a spe 
cial point will be made 
of tests of 


western \voods which are abundant in 
the national forests. There are enor- 
mous supplies of various soft woods in 
these forests for which there now ex- 
ists little demand, and this fact consti- 
tutes one of the serious problems of 
management of the national forests. 
In order to have forests produce tim- 
ber steadily they must be cut: but if 
there is a market onty for timber from 
the most valuable .kinds of trocs the 
result .of cutting is likely to be tho dis- 
appearance of the trees and their re- 
placement In the forest growth by spe- 
cies which are not in demand, .Sinca 
the pulp mills take material too small 
for.the lumber milts, species suitable 
for paper making can be cut to a. low- 
limber; diameter, and thus the balance 
may he turned in favor of the rcpro-

Mr. Woods said that it is now possi-

But in order to 
know1 whether they can .profitably be 
utilized, under present' conditions, it is 
necessary to test them under methofls 
of manufacture comparable J:o those 
employed in a c t u a l : business' opera- 
tions. 
In particular, it is desired to 


find-out to what extent new woods can 
be used1 for ground pulp, the cost of 
which is usualy less than 
tJiat of 


chemical pulp. 
The Wausau mill has been built-es- 


pecially for the use of the government 
for'as long as the experiments may re- 
quire. Its Inside dimensions are 40 by 
100 feet, and it is equipped with elec- 
trical machiners1 and all necessary ap- 
paratus of the most up lo, date type. 
Part of the emilpmcnt is. coritributcil 
?y the American Pulp and Paper as- 
sociation, and part is furnished by the 
government. The association will also 
furnish the wood for the tests. 
The 


wood now on hand Includes 
carload 


lots of Jack pine, spruce, hemlock and 
tamiirack. The jack pine is to be the 
first wood tested. 


While the experiments arc, intended 


to cover wooas froni all parts of the 
country which, from the standpoint of 
physical properties and available .sup- 
plies, promise to furnish new material 
for tho paper making industry, a spe- 
cial point will be made 
of tests of 


western woods which are abundant In 
the.national forests. 
There are enor- 


mous supplies of various soft woods in 
these forests for which there now ex- 
ists little.demand, and this fact consti- 
tutes one of the serious problems of 
management of the national forests. 
In order'to have forests produce .tim- 
ber steadily they must be cut; but if 
there Is a market only for limber from 
the most valuable kinds of trees tho 
result of cutting is likely lo ho tho dis- 
appearance of the trees and their re- 
placement iivthe forest growth by spe- 
cies which are not in demand. Kinco 
tho pulp mills take" material too small 
for' the .lumber mills, species suitable 
for paper making can be cut to a low 
limber diameter, and thus the balance 
may be turned In favor of the repro- 
duction of the more valuable kinds of 
trees. 
' In addition to the benefit which the 
public will derive from tho advance- 
mcn't of forest conservation in conse- 
quence of the wood pulp experiments 
of the government, them Is tho further 
benefit of cheaper paper which it is 
believed 
these 
experiments' should 


mnko possible. The price of paper of 
the cheaper Rrade-s, including news pa- 
per, 
lias been advancing nipidly of re- 


cent years, na the supply of spruce has 
ciwindlotl, and American mills arc now 
drawins a large part of tholr supply 
from Canada.
